CHICAGO GOT IT. 


The State Fair Ooea to tbe Lake Town 


by a Vote ot IO to 7 Agrainst 


Deoatur. 


The state fair location question was 


settled at Springfield last night by the 
State Board of Agriculture with 17 of the 
22 members present. 
The attempt to 


adopt a resolution deciding to hold the 
fair of 1885-86 at some poant in the cen- 
tral part of the state proved a failure, the 
vote being 9 to 8. Had such a resolution 
been adopted, then the contest for the 
location would have been between Deca- 
tur tnd Springfield; but the defeat of 
the resolution indicated the strength of 
Chicago, and when it came to a vote on 
selecting a place for holding the fair for 
two years, Chicago stepped in and took 
the prize, that city receiving 10 votes, and 
Decatnr 7. Poor old Springfield didn't 
get a vote, but as she saw she couldn't 
get tbe fair, she threw her influence to 
Chicago, and we were left out in the cold. 
Chicago's "influence" was too much for 
Decatur, It is told that a majority ot 
the members of the board will vote for 
Deoatur two years hence; but that soapy 
promise is thin consolation just now. So 
long as Chicago fights for the state show, 
there will be no chance for Deoatur or 
any other city centrally located. Deoa- 
tur made a strong fight for the fair. Her 
citizens worked incessantly and success- 
fully in reisicg the required amount of 
money—$15,000— end sent a solid bond 
to the state board. Senator Rogers and 
others have labored hard and faithfully 
at Springfield since Monday, presenting 
every point in favor of Deoatur, but the 
Chicago combination was carried out as 
it had no doubt been planned months 
ago, and we got left. 


But we die easy. Springfield made a 


big effort to get the fair. Her bond rep- 
resented several millions, and her wire- 
pullers worked early and late. Result: 
Deoatur, 7; Chicago, 10; Springfield, 0. 
There ia a mountain ot consolation in 
that lonely .cypher. 


THE SITUATION. 


Mr. V. Barber was among the Decatur 


boomers at Springfield. 
He ia of the 


opinion from what be could learn that 
arrangements to locate the fair at Chica- 
go for a period of four years were sub- 
stantially agreed upon by a majority of 
tho state board in 1881. Leading manu- 
facturers • had then promised that they 
would put up large buildings on the 
grounds if Chicago would guarantee the 
state fair at that point for four years. 
They put np the buildings, and so Chica- 
go got the fair. The vote on the reloca- 
tion yesterday was simply a matter of 
form, complying with the law. There 
was only one man in the board from Chi- 
cago that did any talking, and he pre- 
sented another matter. He and the Peo- 
ria man simply talked to kill time, so that 
an absent member on H delayed train 
could arrive and oast his vote for Chicago. 
Those voting in favor of Decatur were B, 
F. Funk, of Bloomington: Judge Wash- 
burne, of VandaJia; E. E. Chester, of 
Champnign; Joseph Skattiogton, of Al- 
bion; Davi.l Gore, of Carlinville; D. B. 
Gillen, of Lpper Alton, and P. Fallen, of 
Centreville. 
The Chicago, Peoria and 


other northern members voted for C hi- 
cago. 


Ex-Senator Mofiett is of the opinion 


that the pins are already set to give Peo- 
ria the fair four years after 1886. These 
towna with their influence can keep the 
show up north indefinitely. Will they 
do it?

It la not uvery farmer wlio conducts 


his farm oa business principles. 
The 


majority ol thum keep no accounts, 
place no valuo upon the capital in- 
mated and mako no comparisons at 
the end of the seasons with a view of 
discovering the true stato of affairs 
from a business point of view. As a 
rule, whoa one comas in possession of 
ti tarni It is usfd aa a source of produo- 
tiou, but that spirit of rivalry &nd eu- 
terprlse noticeablw with those who iiii 
vest in other directions in lacking, and 
In that respect the farmer is behind the 
ago, for unless ho loarns to value time, 
labor, capital and products ho will al- 
wnya be at sea and unablo to arrive at 
deunito conclusions or results. Busi- 
ness men are very careful how thoy in- 
test. Thuy do nothing blindly, but 
carefully calculate the cost of each 
venture, and endeavor to solve the re- 
sult* or th« fntoro in advance. They 
do not pursue tho same channels in 
ovory coso, but willingly drop those en- 
terprises that are unprofitable in order 
to Rive preference to those that ueorn 
more assuring. Every item of thdrun- 
dortakings U carefully noted, and a 
strict and accurate- syitem of book- 
keeping enables them to avoid losi »pd 
reap proOts.

Tbfr farmur, on the contrary, does 


not fa.no in a business manner. Ilia 
crops, aa a rulu, are routine without 
regard to prospective 1o«s or gain. Ho 
keeps no books, bat balances hU ac- 
counts by *hs amount leftover from all 
his expenses at tho end pf the year.

The relative cost 
as to propo-non of food, loss of avail- 
Bblu maiii r mmi the soil, oxpense foi 
labor ami louuw, and many other Im- 
portant Item*, can not be computed, 
while the actual amount of capital in- 
vested, with dividend and interest 
therefrom, is seldom taken.Into account 
at all 
We do not wish to claim that ali farm- 


ers' are thus negligent of.true busi- 
ness matters. There are some who act 
ou the contrary, and who have con- 
tributed not a llttlo to the advancement 
of a bettor system of management 
among farmers; but, as a class, tie far- 
mers are not AS methodical In their 
transactions and business managements 
on the farm as they should be, and un- 
til they rectify this negligence they 
will always fabor in the dark, and fail 
to di*ceru tho prospects of the suc- 
ceeding year, both in regard to the 
prii'tw of "tho commodities they produce 
and the cost of the samo. A farm rep- 
resenu a certain amount of capital, 
and should produce more than the in- 
terest alone, for the farmer is just as 
much entitled to a dividend on his farm 
operations aa is the, business man who 
manufactures wares or ventures in 
trade. But in order to emulate busi- 
ness enterprise tho farmer must learn 
to know that his operation of the farm 
ia business, and the same caution, care 
M<i BY stem, ao necessary in tho one 
Que, ia M important In tbe other, for 
without such no enterprise can sac- 
coed, no matter how admirably Con- 
ducted otherwise. 
We trust that many 


farmers will make a change in their 
methods and keep strict business ac- 
counts.—-Form 


WINTEB-FED PIQS. 


ly Be Xad* • Sonro* «l 


r^oflt, With froptr M»»«S<)ment> 


A correspondent «wks U it would be 


profitable, as a system, to hive pigs 
farrowed in September, and feed them 
through the winter for sale in May 
or June. That, since breeding sows 
may have two litters per year, yet as 
thuy can not have the litters without re- 
quiring one to be fed through the win- 
ter, whether the extra cost of feeding 
in winter is so great aa to render it un- 
profitable to raisn a second litter, even 
though they are fod in the open air. 


This question is certainly very ap- 


propriate for pig-fefders to consider, 
and our correspondent presents it in 
such form as to require the worst prac- 
tice to bo considered in duciding the 
question. 


Very low farmers are aware of tno 


consumption of food required to keep 
pig» warm in very cold weather. But 
this U tho very point that must be un- 
derstood in the decision of Iho above 
question. 
Perhaps as reliable an ex- 


periment on a large scnlo as can be 
found is that mentioned by Joseph bul- 
livant in a pamphlet which he wrote 
upon pig-feuding. A lasge lot of hogs 
at Duncan's Falls, Ohio, woro turned 
Into a forty acre corn-field on tho 10th 
day of September, 1869. They wore 
carefully weighed when put in, and 
having remained in the Quid till Uio 23d 
of October, thoy were weighed a^aln, 
and found to have gained sixteen thou- 
sand pounds, or tea pounds per bushel 
of corn, supposing the iield to have 
yielded fortv bua&e!,-, per acre. 
One 


hundred hogs wen* then selected from- 
the lot. weighing two hundred pounds 
per head, and phi end in large covered 
pens, with plank floon ana troughs, 
and fed upon cob-meal, well coofcert. 
At theend of a week they vrore weighed, 
and found to have gained twenty 
pounds for caoh. bushel of seventy 
pounds of mealed, tho weather being 
warm. 
^ 
Tho first week in November being 


much cooler, they gained only fifteen 
•Hi mils ppr bushel of cooked cob-meal. 
Jin- in u \\cuk in November (belnff 
still colder) they gained only ten pounds 
per bushel, and the next week (being 
yet still colder) gained only six and a 
quarter pounds. This lot was then 
sold, and another lot of one hundred 
w<-o bJeeted and fed in December. 
The temperature being about the same 
as the last in November, they gained 
sis and a quarter pounds per bushel. 
This lot being weighed again, middle, 
of January, the oold being at zero, 
they gained only one and a quarter 
pounds to the bushel, and another week 
simply held their own weight, without 
any gain, the thermometer being ten 
degrees below zero. 
This was in covered pens, but not 


•warm, showing the remarkable effect of 
temperature upon the gain of the hog. 
These experiments aro much more re-i 
liable than if tried with a small num- 
ber of piga. Individual errors are nau- 
tralized m largo numbers. 


If we take this as an illustration of 


the loss of food from winter tempera- 
ture, (and it may well be considered as 
a mild illustration of the effect of feed- 
ing in the open air through the winter, 
as these hogs wero well sheltered and 
only subjected to tho low temperature) 
then we find that from one-half to the 
whole ration is required to make up for 
the lower temperature of winter. 
In 


the coldest weather the boat ration ib 
entirely expended to keep the pigs 
warm. It bus been oft en reported by 
the beat catUe-freders, that cattle can 
not ba made to gain in weight in the 
open air, in the coldest weather. We 
know also, that pigs.of tho same weight, 
will coniume oue-third move food in 
winter than in summer. 
From this 


view it is plain that HI ranch food is 
wasted in keeping the pigs warm, in, 
tho open air lu winter, as il requires to 
fatten them in summer. This would 
make tha winter-fad litter cost fifty per 
cent, more per hundred pounds than 
the summer-fed littec. If then a sum 
mer-fed litter would afford a profit at 
four cents live weight, a winter-fed lit 
ter must sell at sbc cents lo pay tho 
same profit. 
This moderate statement does aeeir 


to rule out the fall littec. lo be let 
through the winter in the open air, 
Unprofitable. 
But, iiotwithstandingal 


this show of facts, pig-feeders' will go 
right on feeding pigs in the open air 
during winter, without a suspicion of 
their orror or loss. And tho reform of 
this class is weJJ-mgh hopeless, foe 
they do not "fool away their money" 
on stock papers, and

GROOMING HORSES. 


As » Bale Hones SaBkr Hare Rom la* 


ofiQ»obinli>««»iiI*ek,ojrr»«* . 
ThesHn of'the horse, like that of 


other animals, not only affords protec- 
tion to the parts within, bnt, by the 
pores, affords an outlet to a large part 
of the waste of the body in the form of 
sweat. In outdoor life—the natural 
state of the horse—this membrane be- 
comes thickened and tough, capable of 
resisting changes of temperature; and 
by continual exercise the pores are 
kept opon, giving free exit to all of the 
exhalations. But this alone will not 
give the smooth, glossy coat which adds 
po much to the animal's beauty. 
Con- 
so 
. 
fining the horse to the stable, as is gen- 
erally done for at least a large part of 
the year, renders his skin tender, es- 
pecially when he is warmly blanketed. 
Expose him now to a great change ol 
temperature; take him out and drive 
him until heated; return him to the 
stable, and let him stand uncared 
for over night, or even for an hour; the 
skin is rapidly chilled by the evapora- 
tion of the sweat; the pores suddenly 
close; and often" a cold, rheumatic 
stiffness, or some other disorder, re- 
sults, Proper grooming prevents this 
by toughening the skin, keeping it m 
healthy action, equalizing the circula- 
tion; removing obstructions from the 
pores, and, what is of more importance, 
by rousing the action of tho muscles at 
the surface, which compensates for tha 
want of exercise consequent upon 
stable life. 
Currying and brushing should not 


be done in the stable; the dust and 
scurf will be scattered in the manger 
to mix with the food, besides keeping 
the stable uncleanly. 
The animal 


should be token out into the lot, se- 
curely tied and handled so gently that 
ha wul enjoy rather than fqar the appli- 
cation of the currycomb. A sharp- 
toothed comb roughly scraped over 
the tender skin is anything but pleas^ 
ant. as the shrinking, resisting animal 
will soon show. 
This instrument 


should be lightly applied 
and de- 


pendence placed mainly upon the 
brush. Currying should bo begun at 
the head and the comb passed Tightly 
up and down until all the dandruff Ju 
loosened, when It should be removed 
with the brush. Much particularity 
should be observed around the edges 
of the fore-top and the mane. 
It la 


always a good plan to sponge off the 
head and ears, using but little water 
and smoothing the hair down to Its 
natural position, la going over the 
back, quarters, loins, etc., the eomb 
should oe used in one hand and the 
'brash in the other, and the work 
quickly done. Great care should al- 
ways be observed where the skin lies 
In folds, as at the -union of the legs 
with the body; but every part should 
be thoroughly freed from dust and 
dandruff it must never be overlooked 
hat grooming U to a horse what bath- 
ng Is to a person; and in order to clean. 
lisTskin it must be carefully and thor- 
oughly done. 
A wall groomed horse will keep fat 


on less food than one that is neglected, 
because he will be In better health and 
his food will be more thoroughly as- 
similated. As a rule horses suffer from 
lack of grooming more than from lack 
of food.—So-uih and West.
